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(4) prohibits the export, in the course of international trade, of steel and 
steel products unless the consignment of such steel and steel products 
is accompanied by a certificate issued by the Indian Standards Institu¬ 
tion to the effect that the steel and steel products confoim to the spe¬ 
cifications recognised under sub-paragraph (3). 

2. Nothing in this notification shall apply to the export by sea, land or air, of 
samples of steel and steel products to prospective buyers,
